SECTION 1—General Conditions 

1. (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 6.222 billion extend¬ 
ed by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of 
Japan (OEOF) for financing the import requirements

JECT (11) OF WBSEB untied in favour of Japan, 
developing countries (including Tndia) and all mem¬ 
ber countries of OECD.

diannels without affecting the Government of India’s 
account. The other banking Charges including those 
on account of opening maintenance anH for the opera¬ 
tion of the Letter of Credit, as also those connected 
wPh handling negotiating documents and charges of 
overseas 1 suppliers hankers if any. r: to he brone by 
the Overs-es SutmlieriTmnorter and may, therefore, be 
recovered from the Supplierllmporter directly.
